RADIUM VALUED 
AT $8000 MISSING 
AT ALTON HOSPITAL 


Radium valued at more than 
$8000 has been reported missing 
from an Alton hospital, it was 
learned today. A geiger counter 
will be used in an effort to trace 
it. 

The 90 milligrams of radium, in 
a capsule container, was obtained 
by an Alton physician from an 
Alton radiologist to use in a can- 
cer operation at St. Joseph’s hos- 
pital some weeks ago. 

The radium was stored in a 
lead-lined box at the hospital. 
When the radiologist requested 
return of the mineral, which he 
leases from the Radium: Corpora- 
tion of America, the box was 
found to be empty. A physician 


said it was possible the radium 
could have been bundled up with 
bandages and thrown away after 
the operation. 

A telegram was dispatched to 
the radium corporation, request- 
ing a geiger counter for the 
search. The radium, which looks 
like ordinary table salt, has an 
effective ray range of only one 
inch, but could cause severe 
burns at close range. 


PASSPORT ISSUED 
TO PROFESSOR ONCE 
DENIED ONE AS RED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (UP)— 
The State Department said today 
it has issued a passport to Har- 

rd Prof. John K. Fairbank, once 
stopped by the Army from taking 
a trip to Japan. 

Fairbank, an expert on the Far 
East, ‘was denied an Army travel 
permit a year ago after ex-Com- 
munist Louis F. Budenz testified 
before the Senate Internal Secur- 
ity subcommittee that he knew 
the professor as a Communist.

In its message, criticizing the 
Mayor and the majority of the 
city council, the Crime Commis- 
sion, headed by Colin S. Gordon, 
said that “pasic inadequacies in 
the Police Department result 
from the absence of a forthright 
program.” The letter blamed 
Kennelly, O’Connor and the City 
Council gor the failure. : 

Result of Gross Killing. 

The “Big Nine” was formed to 
investigate a possible link between 
crime and politics in Chicago after 
Charles Gross, a ward politician, 
was shot down in underworld 
fashion Feb. 9. 

“Recent events in Chicago high- 
light the deficiencies in law en- 
forcement which are of great con- 
cern to every law-abiding citizen,” 
the Crime Commission said. “We 
particularly refer to the mbotage 
of the Bane investigation by Mayor 
Kennelly, Corporation Counsel 
Mortimer, and a clique of alder- 
men, who have yet to satisfactorily 
explain their action.”

Plans for the proposed ultra- 
modern administration building 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field were 
approved yesterday by the Muni- 
cipal Airport Commission subject 
to an engineering check of the 
roof design. 


The roof, of a parabolic inter- 
secting vault type, was approved 
tentatively as to architectural de- 
sign but was referred for study 
to engineers to make certain that 
it will be as safe and practical 
as any other type.

The ‘International Jewelry 

Worker’s Union has cancelled a 
local charter issued last year to 
Harry Karsh, St. Louis labor 
leader, for alleged union rack- 
eteering, the executive council of 
the American Federation of 
Labor announced today at At- 
lantic City, N. J, 
Karsh, who was fired two years 
ago as organizer and business 
agent for Local 688, AFL Team- 
sters’ Union, has used the charter 
to organize carnival workers 
throughout the country, it was 
said. His union was known at Lo- 
cal 450, AFL Carnival and Amuse- 
ment Workers, affiliated with the 
International Jewelry Workers. 

A three-man committee of the 
AFL executive committee hegan 
an investigation of Karsh follow- 
ing complaints received by the 
AFL Central Trades & Labor 
Union here, John I. Rollings, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the organiza- 
tion said. 

Exceeding Jurisdiction Charged. 

The complaints were made by 

representatives of the American 
Guild of Variety Artists and 
similar organizations. They said 
that Karsh was exceeding the 
jurisdiction of his union in indis- 
criminately organizing carnival 
workers, Rollings reported. 
The revocation of the Karsh 
charter came after the interna- 
tional committee summoned two 
top officials of the Jewelry 
Workers’ Union to Atlantic City 
this week for secret conference. 

George Meany, secretary-treas- 
urer of the AFL council and 
chairman of the investigating 
committee, said Union President 
Joseph Morris and Secretary Hy- 
man Powell explained that the 
charter was issued to Karsh on 
the claim that jewelry was given 
as prizes in some carnival games. 

“We didn’t feel that was a nat- 
ural extension of their jurisdic- 
tion and we told them they were 
outside their field,” Meany said. 
He said information reaching the 
committee from AFL sources in- 
dicated Karsh was “wandering 
around” the Middle West and 
elsewhere organizing roustabouts, 
wheel-spinners and other carnival 
employes.

Grunewald, a mystery man 
known .in Washington inflyence 
circles as “The Dutchman,” failed 
to answer the grand jury’s sub- 
pena because he has suffered a 
heart attack, his former son-in- 
law, John Sorreénti, said. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney George Percy Jr. said he had 
evidence Grunewald was able ‘to 
travel to and from a Spring Lake 
(N.J.) as recently as last 
month, Percy’s request for the 
show-cause order was ted by 
United States District Judge Mat- 
thew B. Abruzzo, who directed 
Grunewald to answer by next 
Wednesday or face a possible 
prison term and fine for contempt

FRANK COSTELLO 
STARTS 18-MONTH 
PRISON SENTENCE

Costello would serve his sentence. 
Only yesterday did Costello's 
counsel give up frantic legal 
maneuvers to keep his client out 
of prison. A federal court jury 
convicted Costello on April 4. 

Costello’s first trial for con- 
tempt of the Senate ended in a 
hung jury last Jan. 15, but the 
prosecution quickly moved for. a 
second trial and obtained the con- 
viction. 

Often termed the “prime minis- 
ter of the underworld,” Costello 
previously served only one jail 
sentence—a 10-month stretch in 
a New York state institution in 
1915 for illeg@ly carrying a pistol. 

During his rise to a top under- 
world figure, the Government 
tried to jail Costello on rum-run- 
ning, stolen jewelry and tax 
charges, but he beat every at- 
tempt. : 

He was sentenced four days 
after his 10-count contempt con- 
viction, including $5000 in fines, 
by Federal Judge Sylvester J. 
R 


ran. 
‘Costello held the interest of the 
nation during the televised crime 
committee hearings headed by 
Senator Estes Kefauver. 

After he refused to have his 
face televised, millions watched 
his nervously twisting hands 
while he hoarsely croaked his 
answers to committee questioners. 


Kefauver’s Comment. 


(In Highlands, N.C., where he 
is vacationing, Kefauver made 
this statement as Costello went 
to jail: 

(“| think the courts have 
spoken and think he is entitled 
to what he’s getting. We of the 
Senate Crime Committee felt he 
was in. contempt and deserved 
what he is getting.” 

Costello’s scratchy voice is due 
to a chronic throat ailment, the 
aftermath of a cancer of the 
throat apparently arrested 18 
years ago. He claimed he was un- 
able to testify because of his 
throat condition on the days he 
walked out. — 

Costello, who could have re- 
ceived a maximum 10-year prison 
term, made numerous legal moves 
to stay free in $5000 bail pending 
appeal, 

On July 3, the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals, while 
upholding his conviction, threw 
out seven of the 10 counts against 
him and cut his fine to $2000. 

The Court upheld the counts 
dealing: with Costello’s commit- 
tee walkout on March 15 and 16. 


But it tossed out the counts deal- 
ing with his refusal to answer 
questions about his wealth, his 
debts and his political connec- 
tions—including those with Wil- 
liam O'Dwyer, former New York 
City mayor and present United 
States Ambassador to Mexico. 

On July 15, United States Su- 
preme Court Justice Robert Jack- 
son rejected Costello’s plea to 
stay free in bail pending an ap- 
peal to the full membership of 
the highest tribunal.

Text of Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson's address on the “tidal drift” 

of centralized power sweeping toward Washington, which he 

delivered at the Illinois State Fair yesterday in introducing 

Vice President Alben W. Barkley. After brief introductory 
remarks, he said. 


W 


HAT we set out to do when I first talked to you from this 
platform as a candidate,for Governor in August 1948 we have 
done in three and a half short years. 


We have eliminated the useless payrollers, put state purchasing 
on a business-like basis, enacted a great road reconstruction pro- 
gram, raised the sights of the Illinois school system, put the Com- 
merce Commission out of politics, put Illinois out in front in the 
care and treatment of our mental patients, amended the Consti- 
tution, extended aid to tuberculosis hospitals, reorganized many 
aspects of state government, knocked out commercial gambling, 
enforced the truck weight laws to protect our highways, instilled 
a new sense of public responsibility among the state’s employes, 


and I could go on and on. 

And in contrast to most all the 
other states, we have not raised 
taxes for the general purposes of 
the state. 

You will forgive me for hur- 


riedly mentioning these things. 
I mention them because they and 


many others have meant much 
to me, and, I think, to our party. 
It Has been said that perhaps no 
state in our time has done so 
much so quickly. 

No Deal Government. 

I don’t know whether you call 
it a “new deal” for Illinois, or a 
“fair deal,” or a “square deal,” 
but I know that it has been a 
no deal state government, We 
have just been trying to give the 
people the right change, which 
scems to be a novel and appeal- 
in idea. 

But the importance of this 
work is not measured by my per- 
sonal interest or satisfaction or 
by yours. It is important be- 
cause the states are important. 
We talk about and deplore in- 
cessantly the increasing centrali- 
zation of power over our lives in 
Washington. 

But that tidal drift toward the 
eapital will go on and’on unless 
those necessary functions of gov- 
ernment which don’t have to be 
performed in Washington are per- 
formed, and properly performed, 
at the state or local level. 

The people will demand the 
services and if they don’t get 
them at home they will turn to 
Uncle Sam. And every dollar you 
send to Washington to pay for 
them will shrink before it gets 
back home. 

Because our enemies are big, 
because business and labor and 
agriculture are big, because every- 
thing is big and organized now- 
adays, our Federal Government 
has inevitably become bigger too. 
But it should be unencumbered 
in the discharge of its monstrous 
major duties by a lot of other 
jobs it need not do. And the 
states are the dikes which* we 
can build more strongly against 
the flood’ waters sweeping toward 
the District of Columbia. 

While I want you to sweep me 
down there, don’t sweep any more 
government jurisdiction down 
there! Sometimes one must over- 
come a feeling of reluctance 
about changing jobs. But the re- 
luctance I feel about bigger and 
bigger jobs for the Federal Gov- 
ernment is a reluctance I won't 
get over! 

Because what we have been 
doing here in Illinois is impor- 
tant to our citizens, because it is 
important to our federal system, 
because public confidence is im- 
portant to our party, and because 
much remains to be done, I had 
wanted to stay here and have a 
hand in putting this business of 
good government on a more per- 
manent basis in Illinois. 


But I have been assigned an- 
other task, an assignment, which, 
I gather, has been greeted with 
enthusiasm in some sections. One 
of our United States Senators, in- 
deed, has said that I have been 
the worst Governor Illinois has 
had since the turn of the century. 
But I’m not the only Governor on 
whom he has poured his rich“and 
reckless invective. I can well un- 
derstand why he should look back 
with sentimental regret to the 
more bounteous days of my pre- 
decessor here in Springfield. 

“You Have a New Leader.” 

But because other citizens of 
the state will take a more chari- 
table view of our efforts to give 
them the right change here in 
Springfield, and because you have 
a new leader’ exceptionally 
equipped by character and expe- 
rience to carry on the work we 
have commenced, I am just as

Sherwood Dixon, Herbert 
a: Hg Eddie Barrett, Ben 
Cooper, Ivan Elliott and Fred 
Cain will all be elected next No- 
vember.

I am about to leave you on a 
long journey, and the route, by

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the process I have only increased 
my obligations. 

Four years ago, when you en- 
trusted me with the reins of state 
government, I found myself com- 
mitted. to tasks and responsibili- 
ties which were new to me and 
staggering in complexity and 
magnitude. I have learned more 
than I can say in these short 


years. 
“Bright Ideas Are Easy.” 

It is easy enough to have bright 
ideas about the art of civil gov- 
ernment in the abstract, but you 
never really can understand gov- 
ernment until you are confronted 
with the concrete pressures and 
the day to day operating respon- 
sibilities.

Two Soviet Papers 
Disavow It After 
U.S. ‘Voice’ Coun- 
ter-Attack.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP). 

TATE Department officials be- 
lieve that the Russians, in 
their hymn of hate against the 
United States, gave it a sour note 
which their propaganda directors 
are suddenly trying to soft pedal. 

The situation created an open- 
ing for a. United States -propa- 
ganda counter-attack which the 
Voice of America has been press- 
ing for some weeks. Russian re- 
action indicates, officials say, that 
the counter-attack is worrying the 
Kremlin. 

Here is what happened: 

The Soviet Union has always 
tried to present itself to the 
world as a friend of all peoples 
aid an enemy only of small 
groups of “war mongers,” “ene- 
mies of peace,” “Wall Street im- 
perialists” and the like. 

Whole Army Attacked. 

For many months and par- 
ticularly since the beginning of 
their charges that American 
forces were using germ warfare 
in Korea, however, the Soviet 
propagandists have attacked the 
whole American army as an army 
of “monsters” and “cannibals” 
guilty of committing the most 
violent atrocities. 


warfare campaign they have 
pictured the United States to the 
rest of the world as a nation 
capable of the most horrible and 
fantastic crimes. They also have 
assailed many aspects of American 
life such as sports, politics, busi- 
ness and social activities. 

Taking all these elements to- 
gether, the Voice of America 
began telling the world that the 
Soviet Union was conducting a 
“hate America” campaign, black- 
ening the reputation of a whole 
people for the first time in Soviet 
history. 

In recent days two Soviet pub- 
lications, News and News Times, 
have carried articles disavowing 
any such campaign, and re-stating 
the familiar line that the Russians 


love everybody. 
Similar denials and protests 
have been voiced by Russian 
radio commentators usually in 
English or some other non-Rus- 
sian language. 

Directed Outside Russia. 
One of the interesting things 
about the denials, authorities said 
today, is that they have been 


tunity. 

I have learned other things in 
the past four years too. And most 
recently I have been. hearing a 
Great deal about the need for a 
change. I had always thought 
that Americans liked change for 
the better and disliked change 
for the worse.

I can say this 
with feeling, because, as some of 
you may remember, Grover 
Cleveland's Vice President during 
his second term was my grand- 
father. 

I’ve read a good deal about that 
period and I don’t recall the Re- 
publicans during those 52 long 
years saying very much about the 
sacred principle of change. Evi- 
dently “change” is a sound prin- 


ciple only when the Republicans 
are out and the Democrats in. 


I've learned some other things 
of late. At the Republican con- 


4 former President of this coun- 
try, aged 77 years, made one of 
the main addresses. His 
was deeply melancholy in tone.

On July 29, while United States 
was threatening to take the lead, 
the Moscow home service report- 
ed that “unfair judging favors 
the United States in the Olym- 
cs.” 

A day later, the satellite War- 
saw radio quoted unnamed Fin- 
ish papers saying that United 
States referees were “insolvently 
changing decisions whenever they 
were detrimental to the United 
States team in wrestling events.” 

Later, the Bucharest Romania 
Libra headlined a feature article 
“dishonest proceedings arousing 
indignation of all sportsmen,” the 
theme of which was that “a whole 
series of umpires of Marshallized 
countries have resorted to down- 
right stealing of, victories attained 
in sports encounters by represen- 
a of the countries of social- 

m.” 

While Russia was ahead on 
points, radio Moscow quoted the 
Tass New York correspondent as 
reporting that the scoring of 10 
points for first place in athletic 
events—standard since 1920—was 
“embarrassing American sports- 
men because it placed the Soviet 
so far ahead.” The Moscow radio 
hotly accused the United States of 
trying to substitute another scor- 
ing system, giving seven points 
for first place. 

Hawever, when Russia fell be- 
hind, Soviet broadcasters adopted 
the seven-point scoring system, 
thus trumping up a final score of 
Russia, 494 points, and the United 
States, 490 points. 

Iron Curtain listeners ‘were 
even more confused when the So- 
viet tabulation was later changed 
to 494 points each for the U.S.S.R. 
and U.S.A.—a tie.

The United States, Britain and 
France are reported to have 
agreed on a total of $99,000,000 
in direct economic assistance. 


Pi represents a reduction 

from $120,000,000 supplied last 

year but economic assistance is 

now being supplemented for the 

first time by American military 
assistance and by indirect eco- 
nomic aid in several forms. 


The State Department, in a 
general review. of relations with 
the Tito Government, said that 
the Yugoslav break with Mos- 
cow and the Western policy of 
encouraging the split “have been 
important factors in lessening the 
threat of Soviet aggression in 
Europe.” 

Other results of the new West- 
ern link with Yugoslavia as listed 
in the summary included acquisi- 
tion of strategic materials, satis- 
factory treatment of Americans, 
and Yugoslavia's adherence to the 
Western bloc in the United Na- 
tions. 

Within Yugoslavia the depart- 
ment said that Tito has made 
great effort to rally the whole- 
hearted support of his people, 
increase production, build up the 
army, and has eased Communist 
collectivization 

“In matters which concern 
Yugoslavs as free individuals, 
the, immediate position of the 
population with regard to civil 
and religious liberty has been 
somewhat improved,” the depart- 
ment’s statement said. 

“However, we must not allow 
ourselves to place undue signifi- 
eance on these internal changes, 
nor should we try to make them 
the prime objective of our policy, 
which is and must remain based 
on our own interests as a nation. 

“The fact does remain that Tito 
knows there is a limit beyond 
which he cannot go and still re- 
ceive our support; but conversely, 
we also know that there is a 
limit which Tito will not, as a 
Communist cross. We do not 
expect to convert him.”

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There has been some puzzling as to why the 
Western Allies should have chosen this particu- 
lar week to make a new disarmament proposal. 
The issue has been deadlocked in the United 
Nations Disarmament Commission. And the Rus- 
sians have shown no disposition to meet new

‘stated the basic condition which they announced 
last May and which the Communists found un- | 


acceptable: the establishment of ceilings on the 
armed forces of the major powers. 

Three months ago the Western powers pro- 
posed to limit the United States, the Soviet 
Union and China to 1,500,000 men each, and 
Great Britain and France to 700,000 to 800,000 
men. The Russians rejected these figures and, 
instead, proposed a straight one¢hird cut. 

While sticking to the original limits, the new 
Allied proposal does offer an opportunity for 
negotiation. It would take the issue out of the 
hands of the United Nations for the time being 
and turn it over directly to the five permanent 
members of the Security Council: Russia, China, 
France, Britain and the United States. Repre- 
sentatives of these five nations could get to- 
gether and try to reach specific agreements on 
such points as the size of the various categories 
of armed forces and their equipment. Accords 
thus reached would then be submitted to the 
U.N. commission. 

The proposal, therefore, represents a change 
of procedure rather than of principle..It offers 
the Russians a more flexible method of negotia- 
tion—if they really want to negotiate. But it is 
hard to find anybody in diplomatic circles who 
believes that Moscow wants a valid agreement. 
Hence the question as to why the Allies both- 
ered to make their offer. 

But fruitless as it may be, it was not made in 
vain. It has at least given the West the propa- 
ganda advantage, an advantage so often seized 
by the Communists. The Western governments 
can say in all sincerity that they offered a way 
around the stalemate in the U.N., that they sug- 
gested a method of resuming discussions. They 
cannot be blamed if their offer is not accepted; 
after all, it takes two to make a bargain. 
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A Few Million Well-Chosen Words 


The talkathon apparently is a tried and true 
method of campaigning for office now, like shak- 
ing hands, kissing babies, or grasping the voter 
by the button-hole. Judge Francis Cherry won 
the governorship primary with it in Arkansas 
against Gov. Sid McMath. 

Straightway, Leonard F. Schmitt put it to 25 
continuous hours of use—count ‘em, 25—over 
the radio at Madison in his campaign against 
Senator McCarthy. We should think it would 
place a cruel and unusual strain on the Wiscon- 
sin electorate to have to choose between a talka- 
thon and Jumping Joseph.

It appears that a Florida advertising firm has 
the talkathon in tow, and we suppose it is a 
very good way of demonstrating that the product 
is sound of wind and limb. If what the voter 
mainly wants is a candidate who will last a long 
time, the survivor of a talkathon ought to be 
living—if slightly winded—proof that he is that 
voter’s man. 

On the other hand, there are voters who will 
inquire how well the candidate is doing while 
he is lasting, and the ability to talk a long 
while is not likely to supply the best answer. 
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In Appreciation of Philip Perlman 
The retirement of Philip B. Perlman as So- 
licitor General takes from the Federal Govern- 
ment one of its most able and honorable public 
servants. Mr. Perlman’s five years as the na- 
tion’s chief court advocate were extraordinary 


for several reasons. In an era blemished by de- 


partmental scandal and moral dereliction, So- 
licitor Perlman not only remained untouched by 
wrongdoing but stood out, in contrast, as an of- 
ficial noted for his deep regard for the public 
interest, for his strict sense of impartiality. 

Moreover he filled the second most important 
post in the Justice Department with unusual le- 
gal success. The Solicitor General is the man 
who must direct or personally try all federal 
litigation in the Supreme Court. It is the solici- 
tor, too, who must decide whether the Govern- 
ment should appeal cases from the lower courts. 
It is a tough, exacting job. 

Of the 61 cases Philip Perlman tried before 
the Supreme Court, he won all but 12—often 
against the most highly paid attorneys in the 
nation. Many cases were of enduring signifi- 
cance. For example, he directed, argued and 
won the Federal Government’s long fight for 
paramount rights to the oil-rich marginal sea, 
popularly called the “tidelands.” 

He persuaded the high tribunal to forbid, as 
contrary to the letter and spirit of the Consti- 
tution, racial discrimination in connection with 
educational opportunity and interstate transpor- 
tation. In the famed restrictive covenants cases, 
the court accepted his plea against enforcement 
of discriminatory clauses in real estate contracts. 

These obviously were historical legal triumphs, 
achieved by a man whose departure from gov- 
ernment service should be as free from political 
taint as his own record. To say that his resigna- 
tion was wholly voluntary, as it was, is to place 
undue stress on the final curtain and too little, 
perhaps on the motivations that rang it down. 

Specifically there have been recurrent reports 
that a large factor in the solicitor’s resignation 
was his unspoken resentment over the terms 
of an out-of-court settlement of the American 
President Lines case. 

This settlement, which gave the Dollar inter- 
ests half of the proceeds from the sale of the 
company’s common stock, was recommended by 
Commerce Secretary Sawyer and signed by the 
new Attorney General, James P. McGranery. 

It is known that McGranery approved the set- 
tlement in the face of the solicitor’s strong pro- 
tests. It also is known that Senator McCarran of 
Nevada has been most active for several years 
in behalf of a settlement satisfactory to the Dol- 
lary interests—the same Pat McCarran who, as 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, held the 
power of life or death over McGranery. 

One might ask why Senator McCarran has 
been almost as energetic in the Dollar case as 
he has been in “safeguarding” internal security 
and his version of Americanism, Did McCarran 
talk to MeGranery about the case before the 
latter was confirmed? Did McCarran put pres- 
sure on his friend, former Attorney General J. 
Howard McGrath, to settle it—before McGrath 
was summarily booted out by the President? 

Let the facts come out, for the public has a 
right to know. The settlement itself may com- 
prise one of the most equitable ever entered 
into by the Justice Department, but that would 
not lessen by one iota the evil of any attempted 
influence that may have preceded it. The loss ‘of 
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18 Months of Grace 


What is thé long4erm solution in St. Louis to 


the unhappy problem of recurring deficits in 
municipal finance? Assuming that the Aldermen 
produce some kind of an earnings tax bill when 
they return from summer recess Aug. 27, the 
city will have only about 18 months to supply 
an adswer. For in April 1954 the city’s authori- 
ty to levy that tax will expire unless an exten- 
sion is authorized. 

Considering the strenuous pulling and haul- 
ing necessary to drag the existing enabling act 
from the Legislature, prospects of an extension 
are far from bright. Under current legislative 
restrictions, the earnings tax is no more than 
a temporary medication. It will alleviate the pa- 
tient’s suffering for the time being, but the fu- 
ture is so uncertain that the patient had be 
prepare to treat himself. : 

To that end, Mayor Darst has appointed a 24 
member Citizens’ Finance Committee to diag- 
nose the city’s illness and prescribe a long-term 
treatment. The outlines of the city’s financial 
sickness are clear. On the one hand is the spec- 
tacle of continuously mounting costs, a situa- 
tion over which the city has far from complete 
control since police and other functions are 
state-operated. And on the other is the sober 
fact of inadequate revenue. 

What can the Citizens’ Committee contribute? 
The Governmental Research Institute has made 
a number of suggestions. It believes the commit- 
tee ought to determine the possibilities of econ- 
omy, the financial support required for essential 
municipal services, and the revenue sources that 
are at hand. There are other questions, too: What 
about capital improvements? Should property 
taxes alone be earmarked for this purpose? Or 
are there other areas to which the burden can 
be spread? 

The committee has only a short time to exam- 
ine the patient, to make findings and recom- 
mend treatment. Its task will demand a great 
deal of time, energy and thought. 
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_ Not Hickenlooper Again 

The prospect that Senator Hickenlooper of 
Iowa may again head the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy is not a happy one. Yet that is 
the prospect if the Republicans win control of 
the next Congress, just as it is the prospect that 
Senator Andefson of New Mexico will become 
the chairman if the Democrats win. 

In his term as chairman of the joint commit- 
tee in the Eightieih Congress of 1947-48, Sena- 
tor Hickenlooper distinguished himself for per- 
sonal animus, wild charges, and disruptive con- 
duct. -He accused David E. Lilienthal, then 
chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
whom he bore a personal grudge, of “incredible 
mismanagement.” Mr. Lilienthal demanded that 
Congress make a full investigation of the Hick- 
enlooper charges, and it did so, giving the AEC 
and its chairman a clean bill of health, to which 
Senator Hickenlooper wrete a minority dissent. 

Hickenlooper’s performance was thus summed 
up by The Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists, 
written and edited by men having intimate con- 
tatt with all the phases of the Atomic Energy 
Commission's work: 

If ridiculous behavior were fatal in poli- 
tics, Hickenlooper’s career would be fin- 
ished. The Republican leadership should se- 


lect another man to represent <hem in the 
Joint Atomic Energy Committee. 


A man who is willing to disrupt and delay as 
important work as that of atomic energy in or- 
der to hit back at a public official he dislikes is 
not a proper person to lead Congress’ super- 
vision of that work. The late Senator McMahon 
of Connecticut placed the chairmanship of the 
joint committee on a high plane, discharged its 
work studiously and soberly. It is very much 
to the national interest to keep it that way. 
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Rhee’s Victory, Democracy’s Loss 

Syngman Rhee's election to be President of 
Korea for another four years provides no reason 
for democratic rejoicing. He virtually suspended 
the Korean constitution and all but dissolved 
the Assembly to bring it about. Martial law, sup- 
pression of the press, arrest of Assemblymen and 
acts of terrorism were typical of the ways he 
imposed his will. 

When they were free to have a choice, only 50 
of the 183 Assemblymen—in whose hands the 
constitution placed the selection of the President 
—-favored Rhee. Yet when it came to a vote the 
tally was 163 to 0 to do Rhee’s bidding. At the 
moment of voting, Rhee’s police were surround- 
ing the building in which the Assembly met—a 
scene similar to the one in which Lenin dissolved 
Russia’s Constituent Assembly. 

Rhee was as dictatorial about the campaign 
as about the Assembly. He erippled his competi- 
tors by limiting them to nine days’ campaigning. 
He undermined Lee Bum Suk’s candidacy for 
Vice President by passing word through his po- 
lice to vote for Ham Tai Yung, because he feared 
Lee might become an effective challenger of his 
single-handed power. Though 77 and a political 
nobody, Ham won. 

The 70 per cent of the 7,000,000 voting Ko- 
reans who voted for Rhee is considered less sig- 
nificant than the 30 per cent who voted against 
him. In a country largely illiterate, accustomed 
to following orders, and having no leader other 
than Rhee whose name is nationally known, that 
is regarded as an impressive opposition vote. 

With Lee's strong showing in the election, and 
with the influential Taehan Youth organization 
behind him, Korea may have a new national 
figure in the making. On the emergence of a 
new leader rests. the hope, not only of Koreans, 
but of all those who want popular government 
to become a reality in that wracked land. 
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Mr. Romany’s Laugh 

Naturally, you remember Mr, Romany—R-O- 
M-A-N-Y, Marcelino Romany, the little man 
from Puerto Rico who kept the Republican con- 
vention from who knows what excesses of civil 
strife when he gave it a laugh. Remember, too, 
that he was unseated and that, in the end, all 
three Puerto Rican votes were on the Taft side? 

Well, Mr. any, back in San Juan, is getting 
the last in a big way.

Kisenhower’s Slap at Wyatt 


The Mirror

Calling former Mayor of Louisville “wild-eyed left-winger”™ is ridic- 
ulous to all who know him, says newspaper of that city; declares 
it is “sordid that Chicago Daily News and “Hummon”™ Tal- 
madge have taken up canard; A.D.A.’s record likewise is defended. 


An Editorial in the Louisville Courier-Journal 


In the New York Times’ account of 
Gen. Eisenhower's meeting with the Ili- 
nois delegation this sentence occurs: 

“Turning to Mr. Summerfield ‘his cam- 
paign manager) Gen. Eisenhower said 
that? his campaign manager was ‘no wild- 
eyed left winger,’ which the audience took 
as criticism of Wilsoh W. Wyatt, former 
head of Americans for Democratic Action 
who has been named campaign manager 
by Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois.” 

The Chicago Daily News, which has been 
an Eisenhower supporter since long before 
the convention, got the cue and went bay- 
ing off through the woods. 

“Hummon” Talmadge took up the cry 
in Georgia admitting quite frankly that he 
“didn't know much about Wyatt,” but damn- 
ing him for having been president of 
A.D.A, at the time of its organization. 

Not much better could be expected of 
*“Hummon,” who swings wildly, but it is 
surprising that such eminently respectable 
people as Gen. Eisenhower who hap- 
pens to know Wyatt, and Jack Knight, 
publisher of the Chicago Daily News, who 
has a whole research organization at his 
disposal, should resort to the McCarthyism 
of false labeling. 


The Mark of McCarthyism 


Nothing could be more ridiculous to the 
people of Louisville or of Kentucky than 
that Wilson Wyatt should be regarded as 
a “wild-eyed left winger” or as a leader 
of those “who believe in advancing the 
cause of socialism by peaceful means only.” 

It is a sad fact in American life that 
through the vicious, malicious and dirty 
use and distortion of words which char- 
acterize McCarthyism and through the 
loose use of words by such respectable 
people as Eisenhower and Knight, any man 
or woman who is even moderately pro- 
gressive or devotedly interested in advanc- 
ing the cause of his fellow man is likely 
to be called a “socialist.” 

It is a loose, meaningless phrase de- 
signed to stigmatize in this day of the 
great reaction. It might be all right for 
a man ignorant of civil political terms as 
Gen. Eisenhower is to use it, but not for 
a publisher whose trade is words. 

The performance is all the more sordid 
in that nothing in Wilson Wyatt’s record 
as president of A.D.A., and moreover, 
nothing in the record of A.D.A. at the time 
he was president, from January, 1947, to 
February, 1948, justifies any charge of 
left-wingism, socialism or any other ism 
except that to which an overwhelming 
majority of Americans subscribe. 

What Wilson Wyatt said and did as 


president of A.D.A. is on the record and 
in the files of the Chicago Daily News. He 
wrote “A Creed for Liberals” which ap- 
peared in the July 27, 1947, issue of the 
New York Times Sunday magazine, which 
was a fine statement of the decencies to 
which most Americans can and do sub- 
scribe. 

There is nothing radical in it—not even 
a mention of that (to “Hummon,” at least) 
leprous subject, F.E.P.C. It can be ob- 
tained at any library by anybody who 
wants conscientiously to find out what 
Wilson Wyatt believes. 


Wyatt on Taft-Hartley 


While Wilson Wyatt was president of 
A.D.A., its primary concerns were fighting 
isolationism, advocating the Marshall Plan, 
preserving civil rights of all kinds, fighting 
Communist infiltration, fighting the third 
party movement and Henry Wallace and 
the sort of reaction which Senator Taft 
symbolized. 

It is true that since Wyatt left the 
presidency of A.D.A., it has been very 
largely taken over by special-interest 
groups grinding their own axes and that 
it now subscribes to outright repeal of the 
Taft-Hartley law and a compulsory FEPC. 
In neither of those does Wyatt believe. 

At the request of The Courier-Journal, 
Wyatt made an analysis two years ago of 
the Taft-Hartley law. His conclusion was 
that while it needed some revision there 
was no occasion or justification for repeal- 
ing it. His attitude on F.E.P.C. has been 
that the problem should be handled on a 
state level, unless the abuses in that han- 
dling were such as to justify federal action. 


Not the Way to Win Votes 


In 1948, when A.D.A. was demanding 
that Truman be supplanted by the Chicago 
Daily News’ present candidate, Wilson 
Wyatt, also wanted to supplant Truman 
—with Barkley. He definitely broke with 
A.D.A. in 1948 and nominated Barkley 
for the vice-presidency at the Philadelphia 
convention. 

Newspaper clips of the time also show 
that he was one of those urging Barkley 
to allow his name to be presented for the 
presidential nomination. In the 1952 con- 
vention he voted, along with the Kentucky 
delegation, for Barkley. 

Gen. Eisenhower won't pick up many 
votes here by stigmatizing a fine high- 
minded, decent, moderate progressive as 
“a wild-eyed left winger.” Nor will he 
pick up much respect for his accuracy 
or sense of responsibility.

IN RUSSIA REPORTED 
ALMOST DESTROYER 


BASEL, Switzerland, Aug. 15 
(AP)—One thousand Mennonites, 
closing their fifth world confer- 
ence here today, were told that 
the once 50,000-strong Mennonite 
community. in Russia and East 
Prussia has been “almost entirely 
destroyed” since the start of 
World War II. 


Dr. Harold S. Bender, dean of 
the Mennonite Seminary at Gos- 
hen College, Indiana, and chair- 
man of the conference, said one- 
third were killed in the war and 
most of the rest had fled to other 

“There are still a few isolated 
communities in Russia,” he said, 

“and toward them we have a spe- 
cial responsibility of prayer.” 

Dr. Bender said the Mennonite 
communities of the world were 
“in danger of a cultural split be- 
cause of apparently unbridgeable 
differences among us.” He said 
some European Mennonite com- 
munities had permitted national 
influences to destroy the univer- 
Sal character of the brotherhood. 

The European Mennonites 
noted with some astonishment 
the close-fitting black straw hats 
or white muslin caps worn by 
many Mennonite women. Euro- 
pean Mennonites are no longer 
distinguishable by their dress. 
The Americans, on the other 
hand, were surprised to find that 
in Europe, Mennonite women -oc- 
casionally used make-up and cut 
their hair short, 
countries.

This means purchasing 
individually and using compara- 
tively soon, as most of us do not 
have room in our refrigerator to 
store them for long periods.

Glazed Canned Ham, 
Quick Method. 

After removing the ham from 
the can, slice into “%-inch slices 
with firm, long strokes, then tie 
them together with a string to 
form the original shaped loaf. 
Place the ham on a large sheet 
of aluminum foil or heavy wrap- 
ping paper and bring up to cover 
the sides of the ham. If you wish 
lots of flavor on each ham slice, 
glaze the ham before heating. If 
you prefer a glaze only, spread 
it on 15 or 20 minutes before

the ham is heated through. Place

a moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
for about one and one-half hours. 
Remove string and place ham 
slices on platter garnished with 
fruit-filled pineapple «ings. 
Ham Spaghetti Skillet. 


One-fourth eup ham drippings, 
one-half cup chopped onion, one- 
fourth cup chopped green pepper, 
two cups slivered cooked ham, 
one clove garlic, two and one-half 
cups (No. 2 can) tomatoes, seven 
ounces spaghetti, 
shredded cheese. 

Heat drippings. Add onion and 
pepper and cook two minutes. 
Add ham and brown lightly. Add 
split garlic clove and tomatoes. 
Cover and simmer 30 minutes. 
Remove garlic. Cook spaghetti in 
boiling salted water until tender. 
Drein. Add spaghetti and cheese 
to ham mixture. Simmer uncov- 
eed, about 10 minutes. Season 
with salt and pepper to taste, 
Yield: six servings.

To Have “Other Fish to Fry.” 


HE correspondent who sends 

in this inquiry on “Having 

other fish to fry,” asks if its 
significance is, “I have something 
better to with my time.” 

The saying could, of course, be 
used in this sense, since an ex- 
pression derives its meaning from 
the intent of the speaker. How- 
ever, its implications in its history 
of 400 years have generally been 
otherwise. 

Perhaps. the reason is that the 


metaphor is not usually employed 


in relation to the speaker him- 
self, as in the example offered by 
our correspondent. The allusion 
to “other fish to fry” is more 
likely to be in reference to some- 
one whom the speaker is talking 
about. And so the words come to 
us with a sort of oblique meaning, 
that is a touch of something 
veiled, a hint of hidden meaning. 

For — the man who is 
neglectful "of his job because of 
outside interests might be said to 
have “other fish to fry.” Or the 
young woman, suddenly cooled 
toward -her old sweetheart be- 
cause of better prospects, might 
have it said of her that she “ad 
“other fish to-fry.” The saying 
has about it always implications 
of self-interest, of something cal- 
culating. 

That celebrated diarist, John 
Evelyn, contemporary of Mr. 
Pepys in seventeenth - century 
England, wrote in his diary, “He 
hath other fish to fry.” And, since 
that time, English literature has 
been replete gvith usage of this 
phrase. A y, it was centuries 
old when Evelyn used it, appear- 
ing not only in English, but fn the 
Spanish of Cervantes, and before 
him, in the works of the French 
satirist, Rabelais, the latter dating 
as early as 1552.

the natural gas picture after that . 


hot August afternoon nine years 
ago when he discovered his finan- 
cial backer lying dead in his bed 
in a Washington hotel room. It 
would have been a dramatic and 
defeating moment in anyone's ca- 
Teer. 

The night before, the War Pro- 
duction Board, after a long delay, 
had approved an allocation of 
steel, with which Thompson 
planned to build the first natural 
gas pipeline to carry that fuel 
from Texas to the industrial East. 
He had a certificate granted by 
the Federal Power Commission to 
build this line, conditional upon 
his securing the steel and financ- 
ing. The steel had been the big 
question. Then, just at the mo- 
ment of victory, his backer, the 
late Victor S. Johnson, president 
of the company that makes Alad- 
din lamps, died. 

Johnson had gone to bed early 
the night before, leaving a party 
that celebrated the granting of 
steel to their pipeline firm, the 
Tennessee Gas & Transmission 
Co. When Thompson went to 
Johnson’s room to arouse him at 
1:30 o'clock the next afternoon, 
he found Johnson lying on his 
side across the bed. A sheet was 
lying across his face. Thompson 
says he knew Johnson was dead 
as soon as he saw him, but he 
started to shout anyway: “Victor, 
Victor!” 

“I hollered my head off," 
Thompson recalls. “Then I ran 
downstairs to get the others.” 

It is no wonder Thompson be- 
haved, as he says, “like a crazy 
man.” He sensed that his place in 
the natural gas. world, built up 
through 10 torturous years of dis- 
appointments, was just as dead as 
Johnson was. 

Two days later, Thompson left 
with Johnson’s body by train to 
Chicago to tell the family details 
of his death. The coroner’s ver- 
dict had been death by natural 
causes. Johnson, 67, had a weak 
heart, and apparently excitement 
of the WPB victory had killed 
him. The coroner said a half- 
opened bottle of heart tablets be- 
side the bed indicated he had 
tried to get at his medicine when 
the attack came. Apparently he 
had died within an hour after 
leaving a party in Thompson’s 
room. 

With Johnson died Thompson’s 
connection with the company he 
had founded. When he returned 
to Washington from his backer’s 
funeral, he found his associates 
convinced that, without Johnson, 
they could not raise financing to 
build the big line from Texas to 
West Virginia. They wanted the 
Chicago Corp., the erstwhile gas 
supplier, to take over the com- 
pany and build the pipeline. 
Thompson opposed this violently, 
but he had no money with John- 
son gone. A few days later, the 
other stockholders voted to sell 
to the Chicage Corp., which 
promptly fired Thompson out of 
the organization. 

The Chicago Corp., is an invest- 
ment trust, which had acquired 
natural gas reserves in Texas in 
the early 1930s. It had been in- 
terested in transporting its gas 
to the East, and had once filed 
a petition to the Federal Power 
Commission to do so. However, 
the company had never pushed 
its petition, in the belief that get- 
ting steel during the war would 
have been impossible. 

It wanted Thompson's hard- 
won certificate and his steel pri- 
orities, representing its only 
chance for years to get its gas to 
big markets. The Chicago Corp. 
paid Thompson's investors what 
they’d put in. It also gave origi- 
nal incorporators of the company, 
including Thompson, 10 per cent 
of stock under the new manage- 
ment, which finished building the 
pipeline within a year. 

Within two years, though able 
management; the new owners of 
Tennessee Gas & Transmission 
had proven the soundness of this 
long-distance transmission of nat- 
ural gas. Value of its stock had

skyrocketed, and, in 1945, the 
Chicago Corp. sold its pipeline 
to the investing public. The com- 
pany’s expansion has increased 
since then. It now operates over 
5000 miles of piplines. Its in- 
come last yéar was $75,653,912, 
and net profits amounted to $13,- 
472,320, 

Meanwhile, having lost his com- 
pany, Thompson had come back 
to Tennessee that fall of 1943 to 
start all over trying to bring nat- 
ural gas here. He had $2500 in 
recently-paid back salary, plus his 
share of the Chicago Corp.’s stock 
settlement with his Iine’s original 
incorporators. His part amounted 
to 1 per cent of the company, 
and was valued at the time at 
$6000. 

Most important, Thompson had 
a letter from the Chicago Corp. 
which promised ‘to supply with 
natural gas out of its main being 
built out of Texas to the East any 
pipeline company Thompson might 
organize, with FPC approval, to 
supply this state after the war. 
Unwilling to accept a verbal 
promise of this, Thompson had 
arranged some congressional pres- 
sure to get it go

HE letter convinced potential 

investors in Tennessee that 

Thompson could now get gas 
for Nashville, his first objective. 
He chartered the Tennessee Nat- 
ural Gas Lines, Inc., to serve this 
city, but he needed about $2,000,- 
000 to carry out his. plan. 

First, he wanted to buy the old 
Nashville Gas & Heating Co., 
which for many years had’ dis- 
tributed manufactured gas here. 
Thompson proposed to convert it 
to distribute natural gas. Second, 
he needed to build a line to tap 
the main of his primary supplier, 
Tennessee Gas Transmission Co., 
where its pipeline from Texas to 
the East lies within 20 miles of 
Nashville. 

Thompson sold for $85,000 his 
now-soaring T. G. & T. C. stock 
he had from his settlement with 
the Chicago Corp. He put that 
in. But most of the funds he 
needed came from sale of stock 
to banks and other large in- 
vestors. This time Thompson’s 
stock was sold by the Equitable 
Securities.Corp., Nashville’s larg- 
est investment banking house. It 
knew more about such things 
than Thompson had in his stock 
selling days. Furthermore, in- 
vestors were eager to get on the 
band wagon, now that Thompson 
had his gas supply assured, an 
exclusive Government franchise 
to distribute it and a ready 
market. 

Nashville had become natural 
gas conscious by this time. This 
had been brought about mainly 
by a newspaper controversy that 
resulted after it began to look as 
though Thompson’s natural gas 
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was indeed going to get to town 
after all these years. Silliman 
Evans, publisher of The Nashville 
Tennessean, is a Texan and nat- 
ural gas enthusiast. His paper 
campaigned for the city to buy 
the old Nashville Gas & Heating 
Co., and convert it to distribute 
natural gas. 

The conservative Nashville 
Banner objected to municipal 
ownership on grounds that it 
was probably socialistic. The 
Banner won when the city coun- 
cil failed by one vote to buy the 
old gas company. But the con- 
troversy, which was violent and 
got into politics, made Nash- 
villians, including bankers, con- 
scious for the first time of the 
importance of natural gas. Local 
lack of interest in- his product 
had been one of Thompson's 
main troubles all along. So when 
the city failed to buy the old 
system from a holding company 
in Philadelphia, local banks were 
set to back Thompson’s company 
to do so. 

Thompson’s difficulties, how- 
ever, lasted right up to the last 
day before natural gas finally 
went into the local mains. After 
he had started building his con- 
necting pipe between Nashville 
and his primary supplier’s pipe- 
line 20 miles away, the city 
government raised some question 
about Thompson not having a 
proper city franchise to distrib- 
ute natural gas. The last few 
miles of his line was laid under 
the lowering eyes of deputy 
sheriffs. They stood aroutid 
scowling, but never tried to block 
physically the pipe’s progress. 

A few months earlier, some of 
Thompson’s new investors had 
decided they knew more about 
natural gas than he did, and 
tried to remove him from the 
presidency of his own company. 

This, however, was merely a 
minor annoyance to his hardened 
experience. Thompson brought 
onto his board H. S. (Hub) Wal- 
ters, of Morristown, Tenn., Dem- 
ocratic National Committeeman 


_and a widely influential man. 


Walters quelled the doubts with- 
in the company about Thompson, 
and has remained Thompson's 
mainstay ever since, but not that 
Thompson has needed one par- 
ticularly lately. 
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ATURAL gas was turned on In 

Nashville in June 1946, about 

a dozen years after Thompson, 
the ambitious cemetery lot sales- 
man, had set about to bring it 
there. He was in a hospital with 
an erupted gall bladder on the big 
day. But he got out of bed, in 
spite of screams of the hospital 
staff, and attended the cere- 
monies anyway. 

With natural gas now in Nash- 
ville, Thompson chartered his 
second company, the East Ten- 
nessee Natural Gas Co. It Serves 
most of the state outside of Nash- 
ville, which is served by Thomp- 
son’s Tennessee Natural Gas 
Lines, Inc., and Memphis, which 
is served by another outfit en- 
tirely. 

Thompson went through 
other long series of Federal Pow- 
er Commission hearings before 
he finally got his second cer- 
tificate to operate in Tennessee. 
Again he was opposed by rail- 
road, coal and rival pipeline .in- 
terests, but he finally won. But, 
after getting his certificate 
operate the East Tennessee Co., 
Thompson was then stymied be- 
cause he couldn’t get steel. 

At this point, the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, alarmed by the 

strikes that im- 


House -Senate Atomic Energy 
Committee passed a resolution 
that the line was “not in the pub- 
lic interest.” A Senate bill was 
introduced to prevent sale of any 
natural gas to Oak Ridge. 

This whole situation, based on 
misinformation, became the basis 
for at least one of Senator Bourke 
Hickenlooper’s much - publicized 
charges of “incredible misman- 
agement” against Atomic Chair- 
man David Lilienthal in 1948. In 
the end, Thompson displayed 
proof from Wall Street that his 
line was being financed private- 
ly, and was no “gift” from the 
Atomic Energy Commission. The 
House-Senate committee with- 
drew its objections. The. bill to 
prohibit sale of natural gas to 
Oak Ridge was defeated, and the 
line was finally constructed. 

The East Tennessee Natural Gas 
Co. now operates several hundred 
miles of pipeline, and serves a 
score or more Tennessee towns 
and cities. It is a sort of natural 
gas wholesaler, buying its gas 
from the primary supplier, the 
Tennessee Gas Transmicsion Co, 
(successor to the company Thomp- 
son originally founded).

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EFORE a visit te the moon 
is attempted, many tests 
should be made inside vacuum 
rooms.
